To make matters worse, it is now iv- 
portod tliat the TVauHvual iTjinLlio \vill 
demand an indemuity of $'3,500,000 from 
Great Britain an one of the resillts of 
Dr. Jameson's invasion of the litt o 
Dutch repnhlio. If this tmiis out to l o 
the case, no (ioiiJ)t will l)0 eutertiiiiM'd 
that Emperor Willinm, in his i-eoent in- 
terviews with Di-. W. J. Leyds, the sec- 
retary of state of the TrauRviml. pnmipt- 
ed this demand, and may also have 
Ahnonnced his iuteution of snppijrtiiig 
^t. 

Tl^e German emperor, it aT>rears, had 
ddtilied to land fl force of Ge^^nars at 
Delagoa hay in order to nf 8i*t the Boers 
EjsiS^ the Britisli, &nd only delisted 
fropi so dcrtng when he learned of Dr. 
JuiMtoh*B dMeat and captnre. This, it 
is cU^ed, is proof that his messape to 
"nrMldeht Krastit, ixtefrl-ntnlntintr him 
upon his victoty over the Biitish ai',«l 
ms majesty's reported anuoiiuceraeht to 
Dr. W. J. lieyds, the seci^tary of state 
of the Transraal, tlhat Gehn&uy refnscd 
to recognise any snzeratntv oTet the 
TuAiisyAal were well-wei^ed moves 
and the result of a pre-arranged policy. 

Under these circiamntances, and in 
view of the wax .preparations by land 
now being vigorously pushed by Great 
Britain, it is not afltonishing that there 
was an ominous drop in consols, which, 
as much as anything, is a clear indica- 
tion that the gravity of the political sit- 
uation is not a newspaper exaggeration.

Fully H,000 people witnessed tiie exicD- 
tion, which was public. Wade madi' a 
Statement, sayiiig that wliat he bad 
S¥rora to at the trial wastme. Hathoru, 
in a statement, denied that he had asked 
Wade to kill Mi-s. Ilathorn. The drop 
fell at 12:04 o'clock. Th.> nr. lis ol buth 
men were broken by file fall liaiborn 
was prononiK (Hi drad in five miiuites, 
aud Wane's heart eea.sed to beat tliree 
minutes later. 

The crime for which Hatliorn and 
Wade were executed wa.s tiie murder of 
Mrs. Hallnuti on Oct. 7 last. Hathorn 
had quarreled often with his wife atid 
lie determined to get rid of her. ( »ii 
the day of the murdiM' he approarlied 
Wade atid oti'i red him ^'^M) and a pony 
to kill Mrs. llutiioi i). \Vade at first le 
fu.scd, but upon being tiireateiied \vlth 
death he tinally coisenti'd to do 
Hathorn's bidding. Marly in tint even- 
ing Wat.e appniached tlie hou.se and 
meeting Hatliorn nveived his final in- 
structions. The negro walked around 
the hoiiBi- to a window, thnnigh which 
he could se(> Mrs. Ilathorn wnitetl in a 
chair. Tin^ latter aro.se and reachetl for 
something on the mantle, tlius ex|s>sing 
her left side to the uegro, wIkj flml a 
shotgun charg<Hl with buckshot, killing 
the woman instantly. Watle was ar- 
rested and made a confession, implicat- 
ing Hathom. Both men wei-e tried on 
Nov. 30 and the Jniy, after being out SO 
minutes, returned a verdict of gnilty, 
and the men were senteuoed to 
hanged.

Preaideut Orespo has issued a re- 
markable decree ofBoially recognising 
the existence 6f the revolutionary move- 
ment. He says that in view of the fact 
that the country is on the verge of an 
international oonfliot, ke regards it not 
as revoludou, hot as treason. Then he 
cites the section of the penal code de- 
claring treason. Me asks the nrtpidtots 
of the different states to ranfy his ac- 
tion, bat fa* Will also ask oongreM to 
act. 

It is believed that Orespo's decree is 
aimed especially at Gntmau Kanco or 
Rojas Paul, who are supposed to be 
treating with England in the interest of 
the rebellion. The penal code says that 
any Venezuelan conniving with a for- 
eign government against the independ- 
ence, tiie inrtitntion or the sorereignty 
of the republic is guiltr of treason. 

It is rumored that the leaders of the 
relx'llioii will be executed, as the decree 
iisks for autiiority to inflict the death 
penalty, winch is forbidden in Vtmezue- 
iu except m time of war or on occasions 
of iiuininent ])<M-il. Rojas Paul is at 
present on the Kiiglish island Trinidfid. 

Another sen.sation ha been created by 
the issue of an urdei jirohibiting com- 
munication iH'tween ships and the 
shore. It is esj)e< ially aimed at the 
American citizen, Scliimmel, the agent 
of the Ked D. line, at La Guuyra. Cap- 
tain Delano, of the Red D. line steamer 
Philadt^phia, made a protest to Presi- 
dent Oresjx) against the order. He said 
it st4)pi)ed work on tlie vessel. The 
president replied tlial the order was iuh'- 
essary, but that he would try to except 
Americans. Tliere is HO OlBoUd Ohaige 
against .Sehiininel.

ulative activity, and a yenr in wliich there 
was no hurrah or booming business seen 
in parte of the South, but in all thia great 
territory there baa l)een a solid, substan 
tial foundation laid for greater growth 
than was ever before seen in the South, 
ii not in any other part of tbe country. 

He attrUmtei a great portion of thia 
prosperity to the Atlanta Exposition, of 
which he aays that its influence will be 
felt for yean to come, and that its efTect 
on the future of the South can not be 
measured in figures. 

Of the iron industry of the South he 
says : A large number of plants w hich 
had been idle for several years went into 
operation during the laat twelve months, 
some having been started up by their 
former owners, some having passed into 
tbe hands of new and strong concerns, 
which secured large properties at prices 
which promise very liberal returns. He 
deems the recent award to the Newport 
News Ship-boilding Company of the con 
tract to bnild two Government warships 
at a cost of $4,500,000 the next most im- 
])ortant event of the year, as emphasizing 
the power of the South in the businees 
interests of the country. 

Of the cotton manufacturing industries 
he says cotton mill building made greater 
progress during lSt)5 in the South than 
ever before. The aggregate number of 
spindles for new mills undertaken during 
the year and for tbe enlargements of old 
mills, was, in round numbers, about 
1,000,000, or probably twice as great 
ever before recorded in one year. 

In round numbers, the Sonth has now, 
including mills in operation and those 
under construction or for which the 
money has been raised, abont 4,000,000 
fipindles in sight, all of which will be in 
full operation before the close of tbe 
present erop year. 

The following summaiy of new indus- 
tries is given : 

The total for 1895 wa.s .'>,097 against 
2,829 in 1894, and 2,293 in 1893. It will 
be noted that tbe most marked increase 
was in cotton mills, cotton compresses 
and cottonseed oil mills, other enterprises 
showing comparatively few material 
changes. The number of cotton mills 
projected increased from 44 in 1894 to 
107 in 1896; the number of ootUm oom- 
preeses from 12 to 32, and of cotto n se e d 
oil mills from 15 to 38.
